Cincinnati, May 5.— This city and 
Tidiiitj WM gnaMy asdtod laat night 

ovor tho oxplosion of a larpc tank of 
gasoliue which completely demolished 
Om S-rtwy building, 480 and 489 Wal- 
nnt street, at 8 o'clock last night. 
After the ezploaion the wildest reportH 
were current as to the loss of life. Be- 
fon midnight it was known that lix 
were killed and IS injured, but tlio 
work of removing tho debris had pro 
OMdsd M dowlytiial the gnwral Mti 
mate of th^ killed and WOVldtd gIMtly 
exceeded this uamber. 

The explosion did not earrj the de 
tivil any distance from the buildiufr or 
even obstruct the street in front of it. 
The bnilding seemed to collapae so that 
the pile of deliris wa.i covered by the tin 
roof and after working several hoars it 
wai foond that the onlj way to reacnc 
the victims was to remove tho immensi 
mass of brick and timber. Accordingly 
workmen were pat at it, as many of 
them as could work on it. The debris 
was being shoveled by one force ont 
into the street and into the rear alley 
and all available teami were lecured 
fat another force of men to load it up 
and get it out of the way of the rescu- 
ing party who were working on the ini- 
menae pile of mine. This waa found to 
be the only practical means of reaching 
those who were on the lower floor. 

All those who have been rewmedhad 
been on the upper flofirs excejit some 
who wore thrown out into tho street. 
While this work was going on holes 
were oat through the foundations of 
adjaoent bnildings, and debris was taken 
ont and three lives were saved by pcr- 
lons being reeooed in that manner. 

The family of Adolph Draeh enflTered 
most completely. Drach and his wife 
are nan^bered among the dead, hii S* 
year-old daughter is dead, and his 8* 
year-old boy is believed to be dyintr. 
Noland Davit, a traveling man for tho

The ihock was so terrific that it was 
Mt all over the city and not one brick 
upon another is left in tho front and 
rear walls of the building, while the 
adjacent buildings are badly damaged 
and ^he ^hi-ss in the windows in the 
Oibeou House and tlie large Johnson 
building across tho street were all 
broken. The glass was broken out of 
ifereetoan that were passing at the time 
and one of the oars was badly wrecked, 
but none of the passengers were serious- 
ly hnrt. All the hotisa in theimme- 
mate neighborhood broke firom their 
fkftenings and ran away« end there 
was not only intense ezoitenient, but 
also the greatest confusion. 

The explosion took place four doors 
from the intersection from Fifth and 
Walnut streets where the poetofflce is 
located on one side and Fountain Square 
on tho other. No part of the city is 
crowded more at that time of the even- 
ing and there were soon many thoo- 
sands of people about Fountain Square 
and tho space around the government 
building while Walnut street was com- 
pletely blockaded. There were at first 
reports about fireworks being stored in 
the building and also about dynamite 
Hud umiuuuition so that there were sev- 
eral stumpede.s in the immeuHe crowds 
on the reports about other explosions 
being likoy to follow. Several people 
were slightly hurt in these stampedes.

was occupied by Adolph C Drach tor a 
8al(K)n. He owned that part of the 
building and the other part was owned 
by M. Ctoldsmith. The first floor of 
this building at 4;iO Walnut street was 
also occupied by a stiloon, run by Louis 
Fey. The npper floors of the 6-story 
bnilding were oocnpied as flats. It is 
not known how many people were in 
the flats or how many were in the sa* 
loons but none escaped injory as the 
building immediately oollapaed. There 
was no fire to oonsome the debris and 
make certain death of all in the building 
but the dnst and dirt continued flyini 
for a long time so densely that the wor! 
of rescung the victims proceeded with 
great difficulty, althoogh the ptdioe and 
fire departOMnti rallied heraically to 
the work. 

The exdlement waa tiie more intense 
beoaose itooold not be definitely learned 
for some time what caused the explo- 
sion. It was fluallv ascertained that 
the saloons in the building had put in 
their own electric plants for incandes- 
cent lights and had just secured a gaso- 
line engine with which to run the 
dynamo. The plant got out of fix some 
way and there was a flash which com- 
municated to the gasoline and caused 
the explosion. Tho sudden collapse of 
the large building smothered every- 
thing in tho cellar so that there was no 
fire. The lireiuen were soon assisted by 
some exjH'rt en^'inee^s. who made open- 
ings throu^li the basement walls of ad- 
jacent buildings and were re. c iverinfr 
some of the victims in thai manner. 
The debris seemed to all fall into uiit> 
heal) and nut scatter abont the street. 
8o tliat there w'as th>' greatest difficulty 
in recovering the dead bodies and res- 
cuing the injured. 

Mr. John J. James of tlie Salt Lake 
City Herald was just h'aving the Gib- 
son House af the time of the exjjlosion 
and wirli his heavy ^I'ip. vvas Mown 
into the doorway of an adjoining; stt)re. 
He was kiKK kcd senseless, hut after- 
ward reco\ eied sutlicientlj- to take thi' 
train for St. Ijouis on his way west. 

Noland Davit a traveling man for the 
Columbia Carriage company, of Hamil 
ton, U., waa walking along the street 
at the time of the explosion and blown 
under a street car and killed. 

Herman Nolte, Jr., wa.s standing by 
a barbershop pole in an adjoining build 
inp, when struck by some debris, and 
suffered a broken leg and other injur- 
ies. 

There were many that suffered slitrhr 
injuries who were taken to their homt s 
and whose names can not larned. Some 
of those who were in the saloons wer 
thrown out on the sidewalk and suffered 
slight injuries. Among them was Mr. 
Healy of the Alms hotel. He was in 
Fey's place and reports about 18 or 20 
in that ^^resort when Jthe bnilding went 
down. 

Mr. Draeh being among the victinu, 
it ia probable that it will never be 
known how the ezploaion came about 
He hod Jnst been down in the basement 
experimenting with the gasoline engine 
and had poured a banel of gasoline 
into the tuik. He had just secured a 
new engine from Lafayette, Ind., in 
tending to start it last night for motive 
power in furnishing incandescent lit;ht. 

RIAOY TO HANG HOLMES. 



Tha XeMl-Miir<if r,*r Has Lea* Thaa Two 
Days Yet to lAvm. 

PHnjiOELPHU, May 6. — H. H. 
Holmes, the convicted murderer, has 
now less than two days to live. Sheriff 
Clement says the execution will occur 
about 10 o'cliK'k on Thursday morning' 
The sheriff a.s.serts that there will bo no 
sensational scene of the gallows. If 
Holmes has anything to say it must be 
said from his cell before the march to 
the scaflfold. About .50 persons, includ- 
ing <jlfieials and newspaper men. will 
Witness the hanging, a)iliunf,'h tliou- 
saiiils are straining every nerve to be 
Itresonr, and as hi^h as $:io() has bi en 
offered for a single ticket. 

The j)ropliecy that Holnies would 
cheat the gail<jsvs by cnmiiiit tin^< Miicido 
has no promise of fulliUment. Strict 
watch is kept upon hint, but he seems 
docile 1111(1 resigned. Whetln-r or not 
his apparent contrition is genuine and 
whether he will die a convert to the Ho 
man C'atholic faitli is largely a matter 
of eonjerturo. Father Dailej', his spir 
itual a<lviser, believes tlui contrition is 
genuine. Tho i)riest will administer 
tho last rites of the Catholic < luu ( h 
shortly before tho hanging. On Tluirs- 
day morning mass will also be said for 
him in the Church of tho Annuncia- 
tion. 

The scaffold is ready but will not bo 
erected until Thursday morning. It 
will be placed in the center of the ci^rri- 
dor on which the condemned man's cell 
faces, and as usual will be heavily 
draped in black.

CiNaNNATi, May S.— The defense in 
the Scott Jackson murder trial yester- 
day brought out the story that has so 

long been held in the background. The 
following is the claim that the defense 
has set up: That Pearl Bryan died in 
the rooms of an aged Ctorman couple 
named Stoker at 68 CJeorge street, mid- 
way between Plum and Elm streets; 
that the Greeneaatlo girl went directly 
to this back room after she left tlie In- 
diana House, and there died on Friday 
night while in the hands of Ann Baker, 
a midwife. Such is the story, of whi( h 
William B. Tmite'a testimony is a 
part. 

Before Truste was placed on the wit- 
ness stanil C>)loiiel Crawford said: "I 
desire to say that counsel for Walliur^ 
and myself have paid the e.^jpenses of 
this Mrituess while here and from an- 
other state." 

Mr. Truste then said: "I live near 
Champaign, Ills. I lived in Kentucky 
before that. I am a railnjad man. I am 
now in a tile factory at Urbana, Ills. 
1 h.Tve been a brakeraan on the Cincin- 
nati Southern. I was a farmer before I 
was a railroad man. I am single. I 
have a father, brother and sister. My 
family lives at Urbana, His. I was in 
Cincinnati looking for a Job. I was 
here on Friday Jan. 81." 

Cok)nel Ciawford — Did yon have 
anv thing to do with a dead person that 
day? 

"Yes sir." 

Continuing, the witness said: "I got 
here in the morning. I met a girl I 
know, aiid we walked up Sixth street to 
Plum. She was to meet me after dark 
that night. I went back there and met 
her. ?he seemed to bo scared and ex- 
cited when she came up to me. I talked 
to her a minute, and we walked to the 
corner of (ieorge street. Tlieri I got on 
a cab and drove off. Before that, as I 
walked up Cieori,'(> street, a woman was 
ahead of us. While w(< were standing; 
there talking a cab drove up. It had 
glass tloors and an iron-gray horse 
([rawing j^it. The man that diovo the 
cab was a big man, and had (Jii a silk 
hat. He got olY the cab and went into 
a house with a woman, .'^he waited 
outside. Pi'etty simhi two men came 
ont, carrying a woman between them. 
Uno had her feet, the other held her 
fround the arms. The other woman 
walked alongside. She CMTied B hat in 
her bauds. 

"I t)pened the d(H)r of the cab aJid 
helped them to put her in the cab. I 
had hold of her hand, and it felt cold. 
1 did see hor face. Her mouth was 
open and her eyes rolled back in her 
head. I am sure she was dead. I got 
on the cab and drove it off. I drove 
over the Jfewport bridge. I had been 
directed which way to go. Tho man 
gave me a bridg(! pass. I drove two 
blocks from tho end of the bridge; then 
a man who had been waiting got on the 
oab and drove with us. Ho had a little 
doctor's ca<ie in his hand. I drove away 
out in the country. When stopped 1 
noticed a house on the right hand side. 
We drove on by that, then we stopped. 
The man paid me $10, and then he took 
the body out of the cab and took it over 
a fence that was there. I turned 
around and come back. I left the ve> 
hicle with the oab driver, who met me 
at the foot of the bridge.'* 

"The man I met on the comer direct- 
ed me how to drive. I was told where 
the body was taken out to bring the 
hack back. When I got back I left it 
standing there. I walked atirosa the 
bridge, and then I went to the Central 
street railroad station. I sat down in 
the restaurant. I don't know how long 
I staid there. I dozed off. When 1 
woke up it was 6:20 o'clock. Then I 
went up to Ed I'radley's in llichmond 
street. I am Bradley's cousin. The 
Bradleys livo in Ludhjw now They 
were in bed yet. They got up and let 
me in. Mrs. Bradley got bniakfa.st for 
me. After breakfast I went huck to 
the depot, and aloii)^ in the morning I 
left the city for Iiidiaiia]>olis. 'I'here I 
looked for work. From there I went to 
Urbana, Ills. I did reail about the 
finding of the body. I told my father 
the sti ry as soon as I got borne. I told 
Captain John ."-Reward about it after- 
ward. The worn, 111 I met on the ovon- 
ing of Friday, .Jan. ;tl, is (rtturgia Baker. 
Sim is known here as Kvans." 

On cross -(^-xamination he said: "I 
came in on a freif,'ht train. TIk^ con- 
ductor's name is Charley Ayres. 1 duii't 
knosv who tho cabman was. 1 doa't 
know who the ])eop!e were that went 
out witii me. I walked over the brid^,'e 
coming biU'k. I don't know what be- 
came of the 'doctor.' The last 1 saw of 
tho do<'tor he was going over tho fence. 
I camo here this time on the second day 
of the month. I know George Dayton, 
I have not advised George Dayton what 
to testify to. I am a distant relative of 
John Seward. I am his third ooosin. 
John Seward aent mo a Moket to come 
here. 

"I have never been in the detoctivo 
business. I know that John Seward is 
a detective. I know he has been in tho 
Kentucky penitentiary. I have not been 
employed in this case. I first talked 
with Seward on Feb. 14. I have been 
boarding at Hennan's hoteL ? He Is liv- 
ing there.

During the reading of thf^se letter^* 
the witiKvss shifted uneasily in his chair 
and he winced as Colonel Nelson em- 
phasized tho bad spelling.

As the end of the readmit' 
was reached it was ISo'clook and Jud^s 
Helm said:

Henrj' Motz wa> m', m i'd 
to pilot the party over the worst |Mi t of 
thu road. It took a long time for Ja(;k- 
son to locate the scene of the miinler. 
During tho night Jackson ideutilied 
two spots as the place where the girl 
was lifted over thi) ftmco. 

Dr. T. J. Waey's dei«)sition was read. 
The deponent is a profes.sor in the Oiiio 
dental c(jllege. Jackson was pii'seiif at 
tht> operative cliuic on Thursday and 
Saturday afternoons, Jan. 3 ) and Feb. 
1. This is supposed to contradict tiio 
testimony of Mrs. Weeks, the .•spiritual- 
istic medium of Bellevue, Ky. Mrs. 
Weeks testilied that Jackson and Pearl 
Bryan culled on her that afiernooii. 

Judge Helm rale(lthat a si hooltcacher 
can not testify from a rollbook as to a 

fiupil's attendance; he must testify of 
lis own knowledge, and the prosocu- 
tion's objection to Dr. W'aey's dejiosi- 
tion was sustained. 

W. T. Ayros of Greoucastle, Ind., de- 
posed that Wood's moral reputation for 
morality in Greencastle waa not good. 
Wood's reputation, he said, for truth 
and veracity was not good. 

M. T. Cook deposed that he has 
known Will Wood since last September, 
His deiiosition about Wood's reputation 
for truth and veracity waa that it was 
not good- 
Jesse Johnson, a teacher of Cireeu- 
oastle, also made a deposition, which 
waa read. The defendant has known 
Wood three years. He regards tho 
^onng man's repataticm for veracity as 

Before Colonel Crawford read forthif- 
depusitioiu he suggested that the ladion 
present should leave the room.

IlrHily For Active Wurk. 

Cleveland, May 6.— Three out of 
four women delegates who have been 
fighting for admission to the Methodist 

conference sent in communications yes- 
terday inorniii;,', withdrawing "in tho 
interests of bariiKjiiy and for the jnir- 
posc of ending the continual fight which 
the question seemed to involve." This 
coming after they had practically won 
their point and were about to bo admit* 
ted, came as a thunderbolt, and threw 
th(> conference into an uproar. It was 
re;;;u<led as a stuiiniiig blow to the 
chainpioiis of women. 

Lydia N. Trimble's name was not 
signed to the women (b lfgates .md Dr. 
Buckley moved that as not all tho 
women who are ci rtitied to this body 
have signed this paper he hoped the or- 
der of the d;iy Would Jilocoed. It did 
and thu secretary read the majoi'ity re- 
port of the committee which (b dared 
that the women had a coiihtitutional 
right to membership in the conference. 

Key. Dr. A. (i. Kynett, who i.-. le.id- 
ing the ti;.'ht for the women, made u 
brilliant speech in favor of the adoption 

of the re|iort. 

The Kev. Dr. Neeley of Philadelidiia 
read the minority report denying thein 
the right to sit in the conference. 

Tilt! Uev. Dr. Neeley made a fervid 
speech in favor of the muionty report, 
ilis chief point was that woman could 
only bo admitted by a change in tho 
constitution. Dr. Neeley moved to sub- 
stitute the minority for the majority re* 
port. This was lost. 

The Kov. Dr. CJeorge P. Mains of 
Brooklyn siiid: "This is one of the 
gravest times in tho history of Metho- 
dism. Tho question of woman today 
in thi! world threatens the very civiliza- 
tion. We can not afford to make this 
change except in the most conservative 
manner." 

Other vigorous speeches for and 
against women were made. Tho dis- 
cussion continued at length, and was 
heated at times. Fiutdly. on motion of 
the Rev. Dr. Leonard of Cincinnati, 
tho further debate on the woman qnes* 
tion was postponed for tho day. 

The 18 standing committees and the 
special committee en Epworth league 
organised permanently in the afternoon 
and will begin work at once. Among 
them ore the committee which will con* 
sider the advisability of having more 
bishops and that which will make a 
recommendation on the proposition to 
mitigate the severity of the rule govern* 
iug the itineracy of ministers.

Bissell struck 
the hard pavement standing erect, but 
went over like shot. The f oroo of the 
fall burst his shoes, broke ono leg, frac- 
tured his skull asd injured him inter- 
nally. He was removed to the hospitali 
where he died within an hour. 

Bissell came to the Planters' April 24. 
Two days later he disappeared, leaving 
his baggage at the hotel. Four days 
later his wife telegraphed to the Plant- 
ers' making anxious imiuiries coneeru- 
iiig him. Saturday two detectives, un- 
der .Mrs. Bissell's direction, v.iinly 
hearclu'd the town for lum. Sunday 
morning Bis.sell retuilieil so changed 
that Clerk .Moore did not know him. 
Hi> c(juld irivi^ no account of hiinsilf. 
Dr. Lyons attended lam. .\bout 1 
o'clock Bissell w.is alone in his room. 
■I. N. Greon, who was in the alley, saw 

him at the window and witnessed his 

fttU.

Tbat haa bean the 
reason of tba advanot, wbicb usnalljr ooeun in 
May and Juna, and, while the preaent apring is 
very early, we oonalder the time haa oome when 
the holden of the old erop ahonld sell, as the 
next few days will piaaa the aaw erop la oompe- 
Ution. BeaMBber the old adage, "The early 
bird oatehas tbe worm." 

Tba buyan have shown a desire to get oome 
good old tobacco, and, with some foreign bnyers 
in tbe market as competitors, they have made 
an active market and advanced prices, as several 
hogahaads aold from 90 to 24>^ cents. The market 
Improved from Tuesday wntil Friday, and we 
considered at the clnse of Kruliiy's vules ilmt it 
WHS the be>t day of the Week, and cldsed very 
strong. 

The reports (roiii the country shnw that there 
will be plenty of plmits, but Itiey are '■niall yet, 
which is favonible. as they will come to the 
front ra|i;i|ly, and by ilie time urnuers Ret ready 
for tlicin tliev will be snilicienliy large for pet- 
ting. The dry weather has lieen a detriment to 
l>ri/iin;. and it has caused tbe receipts to be re- 
inarliiibly small for this scasob of the year, but 
with H few warm showers we can txiicct them to 
Increase rapidly. 

There is considerable old tobacco in the coun- 
try still, and, with the large stock on hand, it 
would be a benefit to the holders if tbe receipts 
were small for n few days, at leaet, until a good 
share of the old could be disposed of. 

The low grades of tobacco show no chango in 
price, only those baTing color, which appear to 
be iu demand, and may bo quoted aomo higher. 

Wa aro expecting a very Arm market the com- 
ing weak, eapacially it it remains dry.
